The. complaint was not against 
the accuracy of the registration 
but exactly what the meter re- 
aistered—wnter or air. The 
Water Authority quoted consump- 
tion « figures for the firat and 
aceond quarters of 1928, for July 
and part of August, the consump- 
tion for the Ist quarter being 
16,000 gallons, for ‘the second 
21,000 gallons, for July 6,000, and 
for. 11 days from July 28rd to 
August 3, 8,000 gallons, 

The complainant retaliated with 
figures for 1925, 1926, 1927, 1928, 
and the firat quarter of 1929, in 
hone of which years had there 
beén any excess consumption until 
1929 when 1,000 gallons excess 
was “averaged”. 

So far nothing had been proved: 
or demonstrated and both the 
complainant and the Water An- 
thority were content to believe 
the meter in good working order. 
A new point arose, however, that 
of “avernging'? an excess con- 
sumption when there had heen no 
excess, . The complainant objected 
that when there, were no restric: 
tions in supply, no excess had been 
registered against him (between 
October 1925 and March 1929) but, 
that’ dyring a perfod of stringent 
reatrictions he was erediled wilh 
having consumed 6,000 gallons in
